the clerk he said: 
“ There was no one else but m e,” the 
prisoner said in a 
whisper.

else told me to do it aud no one, paid 
mo to do it 
I was not told anything 
about the crime and I never thought 
anything about that until a oouplo of 
days before I com mitted the crim e.” 
Czolgosz then sat down. 
He was 
quite calm, but it was evident that his 
his mind was flooded w ith thoughts of 
his own distress.

McDuff Simpson’s Advice, Result 
Years of Experience and 
Observation. 


At a meeting of the association 
September 7, McDuff Simpson re­ 
ported for committee on statistics 
what crops will pay hest to plant 
for shipping, and about what acre­ 
age in each it will take to fill a 
car. 
That report has been print­ 
ed heretofore in the Eagle, but is 
reproduced here:

watermelons, some of which he 
shipped. 
Banker Robinson of Palestine, 
who has just returned from a visit 
to Colorado Springs, told 
how 
three 
ordinary 
sized 
tomatoes 
brought 25c in that city a short 
time ago. 
Said he: “I was talking 
tp some people who live there and 
they stated that if ordinary sweet 
potatoes such as we have here in 
Texas, could be had there, they 
would bring 7c per pound, or $4,20 
per bushel.” 
The Eagle wants to say by way 
of comment on the above, that the 
truck growers of Brazos county are 
not going to do as well as these 
people quoted above the first year, 
for lack of experience, and for lack 
of good markets already built up. 
But we believe with the hearty as­ 
sistance of the merchants of Bryan 
in helping them find markets, and 
with our highly favorable soils 
and early crops, they are going to 
do well from the start, and in a 
year or ho make a s much money 
as they do anywhere. 
And they 
will never learn until they begin. 
Let us begin now.
